New Treatments 
For Mental Cases 

There are over 3200 patients in 
residence in Alberta’s six mental 
institutions. Of these about 500 are 
mental defectives, the others are 
approrimately 400 patients under 
care per 100,000 population. The 
standard ratio is 550 mental pa¬ 
tients per 100,000 people. Surveys 
show almost 50,000 Canadians are 
under care, and 20% are under 25 
years of age. Authorities state 
that one out of every ten people 
suffers emotional disorders while 
one out of 20 spend a part of life 
in a mental hospital. One third 
of all illness lies in the realm of 
mental and nervous disorders. 

In the Aberta hospitals treat¬ 
ments fall under the main classes 
of psychotherapy, hydrotherapy, 
drug therapy, shock therapy and 
occupational therapy. 

In occupational therapy every 
effort is made to determine the 
patients interest in handicraft of 
all types. The work of building dt 
creation is regarded as of major 
importance in treatment of men¬ 
tally ill. 

Shock treatment includes insular 
and electric shock, designed to 
wipe out the more recently ac¬ 
quired unfavorable mental trails to 
an earlier more desirable condit¬ 
ion. 

Hydrotherapy is regular proced¬ 
ure consisting of continuous hot 
baths held consistently at 98 -de¬ 
grees. This and the wet pack is 
the closest thing to physical re 
straint practised in the Ponoka 
Mental Hospital, it is claimed. 
There are no padded cells in any 
mental hospital In Alberta. 

Well organized programs of en¬ 
tertainment are a part of curative 
treatment for the convalescents. 
But there are continued' treatment 
wards for the more chronic types, 
and there are individual siderooms 
for those who must have Isolation. 

Expansion has gone forward 
since the close of the war. Rose- 
haven Is a home for aged and in¬ 
firm who were formerly patients 
In mental institutions, but who do 
not now come under the Mental 
Diseases Act. This was opened at 
Camrose in 1946, and at other cen¬ 
tres additional units are being 
completed. This brings more space 
and Improvement at Ponoka, Ol¬ 
iver, Red Deer and Raymond. 

Dr. C. M. Hincks, general di¬ 
rector of the National Committee 
for Mental hygiene, made a survey

of Alberta mental institutions two 
years ago, finding that they had 
attained a creditable standard of 
humanitarian care. There has been 
strict enforcement of dismissal of 
personnel who have been found 
using strongarm methods of con¬ 
trol violent behavior. Dr. Hincks 
considered the Alberta plan of de¬ 
veloping three auxiliary mental 
hospitals for care of small group¬ 
ings in advance of other provinces. 
The training school for nurses he 
considered one of the best in Can¬ 
ada. All mental institutions in the 
province are well located with 
most attractive grounds. Patients 
are provided with good food and 
shelter. 

Rats, Cats and 
Bureaucrats 

Bureaucracy at work—that is, 
really big-time bureaucracy, like 
the current British type—is a 
fearsome thing. 

For Instance, take the number 
of people employed In the rat-cat¬ 
ching department of the Ministry 
of Food last year. There were do¬ 
zens and dozens of them and the 
cost of operating this particular 
bureau was about $325,000 in re¬ 
valued dollars. 

One hundred and sixty-nine of 
these peope wore engaged in the 
administrative part of the rodent 
warfare. They were the pen push¬ 
ers, the statisticians, the file clerks 
and, of course, the top brass who 
dictate documents that start like 
this: "Miss Smith, take a letter on 
the brown rat census in Nether 
Wallop and make sure there are 
seven carbon copies for interde¬ 
partmental use as well as one 
good copy for the Minister.” 

The other people—104 of ’em, 
count ’em, 104—were honest-to- 
goodness rat catchers This means 
it took 13 office workers to keep 
8 warriors in the field against 
their common foe. Unfortunately 
we have no record of how many 
rats the 104 catchers caught, but 
somewhere in the files of the 169 
there may be some reference to 
this rather Important phase of the 
bureau's work. Who knows?

Canadian Industry 
Is Expanding 

Industrial expansion in Canada is 
proceeding at a more rapid pace 
than is generally realized. Some 
260 new plants have been estab¬ 
lished in this country from abroad 
during the last two years. Approx¬ 
imately il80 of these firms are 
branch plants of well-known Un¬ 
ited States concerns, sixty being 
engagetPin the development of the 
oil industry. Some sixty companies 
originated in Great Britain and 
twenty in other countries. Most 
of these firms are now engaged in 
the production of goods which, in 
the main, would otherwise haw 
involved an outlay of American 
dollars, or are committed to such 
production, and are providing add¬ 
itional employment for some 8,000 
Canadians. 

Canadian Is expanding more rap¬ 
idly in relation to her gross na¬ 
tional product* than the United 
States, the most highly Industrial¬ 
ized country in the world. Canada 
is spending more on goods and 
services to improve the standard 
living, and also expanding the cap¬ 
ital structure of the country at a 
higher rate thnn ever before. Tot¬ 
al capital investment in 1949 rea¬ 
ched a peak of 3.3 billion dollars, 
and it is expected that the figure 
fqr 1950 will be approximately the 
same. 

The development of industry in 
Canada must always, in the fin¬ 
al analysis, be a product of indi¬ 
vidual initiative. The individual is 
the dominant factor in our philos¬ 
ophy of life. In fact, industrializat 
ion in Canada means private in¬ 
dividuals and private companies 
starting new businesses or expand¬ 
ing existing ones. In this effort, 
governments can help, but the help

Urges Efficient Production 

At the conclusion of the Board 
of Trade Meeting, Mr. Morrison 
turned the meeting over to Dist¬ 
rict Agriculturist Hugh Michael 
who introduced the out-of-town 
speakers and tlie luncheon speak¬ 
er, F. H. Newcombe, Director of 
Fxtension, Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Edmonton. 

Mr. Newcombe spoke on the fu¬ 
ture of Canadian Agriculture and 
stressed- the importance and the 
need for Canadian farmers to pro¬ 
duce efficiently in order to meet 
competition from other agricultur¬ 
al countries who are now placing 
on world markets certain food¬ 
stuffs at a lower price than Can¬ 
ada.

fore undertaking extensive alter¬ 
ations or improvments. He also 
to|d of the need and place for ad¬ 
equate shclterbelts to protect and 
beautify the farm building site. 

Mr. J. R. McFall, Secretary for 
the Alberta Federation of Agri¬ 
culture, told of the latest devel¬ 
opments regarding the Crows Nest 
Pass Freight Rate Agreement, and 
pointed out the complex nature of 
the factors involved.

IN THE DAYS OF FREE TRADE between city 
.and country, the country was a reasonably prosper¬ 
ous place in which to live and raise a family. 

In the country, folks were content to work a bit 
harder and a bit longer to take care of the extra cost 
of delivering their produce to the city markets. 

In the city, manufacturers and merchants knew 
that rural business was important and their costs 
would have to be controlled so that country folk could 
afford to buy in sufficient volume to keep urban com¬ 
merce profitable. 

That was in the days of free trade. 

Before the government bureaucrats and the un¬ 
ions stepped in. 

Now manufacturers in unionized industries have 
to pay about the same rate of wages and work the 
same hours whether their plants are located in the 
remote viiage or in a large metropolitan centre. As 
a result, with the economic adantages of the smaller 
community gone, industry has centralized to protect 
itself. w 

_ We have through our government condoned this 
trend. We have, in fact, encouraged it by giving the 
force of law to such industry-wide bargaining agree- 
ments. Government-approved transportation fate 
schedules have similarly reduced the competitive ad¬ 
vantage of certain communities. Municipalities have 
been restricted by provincial legislation in attempts 
to encourage industry to locate outside the major 
cities. 

While Great Britain has, in the face of an atomic 
age, given legislative encouragement to decentraliza¬ 
tion, Canada's metropolitan areas continue to expand.

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1949 Was Good Year 
For Canadian Economy 


A continued high level of pro¬ 
duction and relatively unchanged 
price levels were the main feat¬ 
ures of Canadian economic life in 
1949 according to the Annual Re¬ 
port of the Bank of Canada is¬ 
sued by Graham Towers. 

in presenting the Bank's An¬ 
nual Statement of Accounts to the 
Minister of Finance, Mr. Towers 
reported that the physical output 
Of all goods and services was near¬ 
ly 3% higher than in 1948. Up¬ 
ward price pressures largely dis¬ 
appeared for the first time since 
the beginning of the war. The 
wholesale price index declined a- 
bout 2% and the cost of living in¬ 
dex rose about 1%. 

Although the general economic 
situation was good in 1949 the Re¬ 
port pointed out that in certain 
respects the picture had not tieon 
completely satisfactory. The phys¬ 
ical volume of our exports was 
3% less in 1949 than in 1948. 

Unemployment was somewhat 
above the very low level of 1948 
and undoubtedly there had been 
some difficult situations in partic¬ 
ular localities and industries. 

Mr. Towers compared econpmic 
conditions in the United States and 
Canada during 1949. "Changes in 
US. business conditions normally 
exercise a very strong influence 
on the Canadian situation," the 
Governor cbmmented. “It is a mat¬ 
ter of some interest, therefore, 
that thei-e should have been a 
sharp contrast between the trends 
evident in the two economies dur¬ 
ing 1949.” ' A 

Canada, he said, did not show 
any serious effects from the “ra¬ 
ther sharp recession" which took 
place in the U.S The continued 
high level of economic activity In 
Canada could be attributed in part 
to the fact that the accumulation 
of war-time demand for foods and 
services in Canada was worked off 
more slowly, and a more gradual 
process of decontrol after the war 
had spread the upward pressure 
on prices over a longer period of 
time. In addition, there was the 
strength imparted to our economy 
by the resource discoveries of re¬ 
cent years. The pickup in the lev¬ 
el of United States economic act¬ 
ivity during the latter months of 
the year had erased a considerable 
part of the divergence which ap¬ 
peared during the first half of the 
year. 

The growth of the Canadian ec¬ 
onomy was highlighted 4n the Re¬ 
port by a comparison of figures 
for 1948-49 and 1928-29. The vol¬ 
ume of personal consumption was 
about 80% greater on the aver¬ 
age in 1948-49 than 20 years ago. 
After allowing for the increase in 
population, the increase in physi¬ 
cal consumption per capita was 
about 39% in this period. 

In reviewing monetary condit¬ 
ions during the year, Mr. Towers 
noted that there had been a small 
Increase in Money Supply and on 
balance some decline in public 
holdings of other liquid assets. 
The Increase In chartered bank 
loans and non-GovernmenV invest¬ 
ments in 1949 was considerably 
less than in recent years. There 
ernment security issues during 
1949 which was absorbed by pub¬ 
lic investors rather than the banks 
whose holdings of such Invest¬ 
ments showed some decrease on 
the year.

Poat-war growth of Canada, and 
tlie inclusion of Newfoundland for 
the first time under the Red 
Cross banner, is resulting in a 
corresponding expansion of many 
Iced Cross services, Hon. Leopold 
Macauley, National Executive 
Chairman, pointed out today in 
announcing the opening of the 
Canadian Red Cross National ap¬ 
peal for $.*>,000,000 on March 1st. 

“For the first time in our hist¬ 
ory, Newfoundland will be assoc¬ 
iated with the other Provinces in 
this truly nation-wide appeal for 
the health and welfare of Canad¬ 
ian citizens," Mr. Macaulay said. 

"Increase of industrial centers, 
opening of new frontiers and re¬ 
mote rural areas brings the haz¬ 
ards of fires, floods, expiosionsand 
other disasters closer to a larger 
percentage of our population; Red 
Cross Disaster Services, geared to 
bring speedy and efficient relief, 
must, of necessity, be expanded. 

“More communities need Red 
health and medical services, in¬ 
cluding Outpost Hospitals, Home 
Nursing, First Aid, Swimming and 
Water Safety, Loan Cupboards. 

“Increased population means an 
expanded national Blood Transfu¬ 
sion Service to make blood and 
plasma freely available to all pat¬ 
ients in hospital.

For Army Recruits
